What the Homeland Expects from the Filipino Teachers 



Dedicated to Miss Rosa Mar- 
i tines and the future graduates of 

the Philippine Normal School 
(Class of 191 1) 

In considering the subject I have for this time, we 
would find ih^t there ire essential differences between 
the average school teac ler in the past and the average 
school teacher at prest nt. In the early days, when 
the Philippine Islands wt e under the control of Spain, 
the ordinary school teacht • possessed almost no educa- 
tion. He had no special training in methods and prac- 
tice of teaching What }ii\le he knew he had learned 
from experience or had been handed down to him 
from his ancestor?. He knev nothing of the condition 
of the people living outsidelhis own community "'^i^ 
was often true of the. teacher \i the early d^ys, that he 
had never in his lifetime, visited the next towa or the 
next province, nor had he come in contact with the in 
habitants of the other islands. He kept the village 
school in the country church He required the ch Idren 
to memorize the statement in the book, the meaning of 
which he himself did not understand. His aim in teach- 
ing was to make his pupis be acquairted with the pri- 
mary religious books of the Roman Catho'ic Church 
His work may seem to us to-day as something which 
is of no value whatsoever. But we must take into 
consideration that aUhough th^ teacher's method was 
not practical, although his ambition was not very high, 
and although his motive was not to educate the chil- 
dren so as to make hem usefal and law abiding citizens, 
yet such work as that of his, was considered remarkable 
in the early days. His work was the stepping stone to 
the public school of the present day. He did all that 



was expected of him. and the homeland thanked him 
much for his services Hut if the teacher of today ac- 
conplishes no more than did the tcaclier of the past, 
his country will not only curse and despise him, but 
will pronounce him a destructive enemy of his race 
For the Philippines judges her teacherc^'Mgw not by 
the standard of education in the past, but by the 
standard of education in the present. She has taken 
it for granted that as the time has gone by, the teacher 
has kept on improving until he has reached the place 
where he now stands. Who says that the Filipino is 
unable to keep pace with the growing tendencies of 
the time? If any one questions his capacity for learn- 
ing and for education, let him hear the following: 
General Smith, Secretary of Public Instruction, later 
Governor-General of the Philippines, said: *'If the sta- 
tement that the Oriental is incapable of enlightenment 
and that knowledge only tends to corrupt him, is direc- 
ted solely at the Oriental of the Tropics, then we 
de^iire to a^^k our cntics from what experience they 
draw the conclusion. His any nation unselfishly, and 
earnestly, and in good faith, tried the experiment of 
bettering the social, moral, and intelectual condition of 
the children of the tropic^? If so, when, where, and 
with what people has it prove i to be a failure? or is 
the conclusion drawn from the fact that the nations 
alleged to be most successful in dealing with the races 
of another color have declined to undertake the ex- 
periment? But where actual experiment be the founda- 
tion for the conclusion, Spain's three hundred years 
of experience in these Islands has demonstrated that 
the Filipino is capable of social, moral, and intellectual 
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improvement and that education no more tends to make 
him idle, worthless, or desolute, than it does his brother 
of a lighter complexion. Spain found here very pri- 
mitive people; and when she parted with her right to 
rule them, to her everlasting credit be it said, she left 
a living example of what might be accomplished for 
a primitive people hy Christianity and education. She 
furnished the living reputation of the often repeated 
assertion that the best way to spoil a native is to 
educate him. Education has given to his race lawyers 
and doctors, writers and poets, artists and sculptors, 
not many in number in proportion to the population, 
to be sure, but as many as the opportunity for ins 
truction warranted, and enough to fully justify the con- 
clusion that with wider opportunities for education a 
greater proportion may be expected". This statement 
gives us clear evidence, that in the judgement of one 
able American, the Filipino has a capacity for learning 
and for improvement. 

But as he gets higher and higher in the scale of 
civilization, the mother country expects more and moi-e 
from him. For the reason that the teacher is living 
today in a very wonderful age, aud is sorrounded with 
so many opportunities for good work, the Philippines 
demands from him greater efforts, higher ideals and 
better acquaintance with the outside world. She lays 
upon the teacher's shoulders a burden of responsibility. 
She counts him as the man responsible for the founding 
of the new nation. Upon him more than an3'thing else 
depends th> success or the failure of these Islands 
For if the teacher fails to carry out th? plan outlined 
for him, and he be allowed to degenerate, "the public 
school," said the greatest American reformer, Horace 
Mann, "will become a pauper school, and the pauper 
school will produce pauper souls, and the free press 
will become a false and licientious press, and ignorant 
voters will become, venal voters, and thru the medium and 
guise of republican forms, an oligarchy of profligate men 
will govern the land". Therefore he must be very 
careful and before he assumes th« sacred carreer of a 
teacher, he ought to ask himself the following questions: 

1. What is my motive? 

2. Do I owe any alligience to the children of the 
Philippines? 

3. If so, what shall I do to better the condition 
of the children around me? 

Such questions will lead him to think that the great 
and noble duties before him are the proper training of 
children, the building of the individual character, and 
the making of citizens who know how to respect the 
rights of their fellcwmen: that it is his duty as a leader 
and instructor of young children to be an axample in 
every way: that it is his duty to be imbued with spirit 
of humble sacrifice in order to lift up his pupils towards 
higher ideals of manhood: that it is his duty to adopt the 
spirit of Froebal, or that of Pestalozzi, who summed up 
his:desires by the words, "I want to be a school- master". 

These are the essential ideals in the mind of every 
one who goes away from the Normal School this year. 
The young teacher must not think that his work is 
only for the advancement 6f his own private ends, or 
for his own financial betterment, but he must strive 
to be worthy of his title, "the high priest of the future". 
He must be ready to aid in all ways his uneducated 
brothers in the provinces He must have an inborn 



love for his work. He must be impelled by something 
higher than the desire of material reward. For, if 
he be urged by the desire of salary only, he will surely 
be disapointed in himself, and his country will be disap- 
pointed in him. He must know beforehand that teaching 
is a profession which will not pay interest on a limited 
capital, or if it does, it will require a long time to 
do so. Accordingly to be a teacher means to devote 
one's efforts to the improvement of the home, of the 
province, and of the nation Let therefore, the graduate 
of the Normal devote his life to the improvement of 
his own community. Let him preach the doctrine of 
education everywhere. Let him preach against the 
false idea of race prejudice, and let him adopt th^t 
self 'iacrifice which is so urgently needed if social and 
economic betterment is to be attained. Let him pro- 
claim the sound principle of government and the pri- 
mary need in the Islands for intellectual progress. Such 
progress will lift the masses and will make them beings 
who will know how to n. \e independent lives indiv- 
idually. For until this greater degree of individual 
independence fs obtained, national independence, no 
matter how conceived or set uo will be inefectual. 

If the work of the teacher ij an essential factor in 
creating a stable government, an< in unifying the diver 
sified inhabitants of the islands why not then young 
men and young women of toda / swell the number of 
the army of teachers and becor e laborers in the field? 
Competent teachers are at a jrtmium. The mother 
country is calling for men anc' women to enlist in the 
national cause. Are we goirg to stand and wait? or 
are we going to respond to the call which is being 
made to us? "The harvest is ripe and the laborers 
are few". The man who ^oes about doing good will 
not be left unrewarded. Froebel, the founder of the 
kindergarten, is paid a high tribute of honor by every 
civilized nation. Pestalozzi is considered to be the 
^ eatest educator in tie nineteenth century. These 
names are held high .n the estimation of men for 
their owners help to better the condition of their people. 
With deep conviction they labored incessantly against 
many difficulties, against the buffetings of the world 
and in face of the scorn of humanity. Their splendid 
work was at first not appreciated by the people. Horace 
Mann, the greatest American reformer, was condemned 
and severely criticized^by the leading men of Boston when 
he announced his opinion regarding the public schools. 

And so it is with the present teacher. "There are 
days", said Dr. Seely, an eminent educator, "that try 
his soul, dark without a gleam of sunshine, when he 
must bring to bear the power to rise above the ex- 
ternal condition and radiates cheerfulness from the 
abundance of gladness and good-will in his own heart". 
When complicated problems present themselves before 
the teacher, shall he fall back and run away like a 
coward soldier from the battlefield? No; he should 
meet them like a courageous man, for his duty is ''not 
to flee from the word; but to remain in it; not to 
hie away to forest solitudes, but to confront selfishness, 
and weakedness and ignorance at whatever personal 
peril; and to subdue and erad cate them, or to die 
in the attempt' Then in his old age, after many years 
of continous labor, will the teacher look down and say 
to his country, "I have done my duty".

Responsible Agents wanted in the Provinces. 
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The need of manual training in our schools is beyond 
question. That there should be something in our schools 
which will better adjust the professional and vocational 
tendencies of our children is clear to everybody. That 
we should hive some kind of manual training — something 
which will tend to the better development of the pupil's 
physics with a view of securing the best mental develop 
ment — can never be and should never be doubted by us. 

The primary object of manual training is tto insure 
a healthy physical and mental development while its 
secondary object is to secure a general dexterity* useful 
in every vocation.* That is to say, it is necessary to 
be physically strong in order to be mentally strong, 
and that the better dcveIopn)ent of one's mind is best 
secured thru a harmonious •physical development aided 
by exercise. It is alwi^^s the aim of any good school 
to have its pupils learn not only to tell how a thing 
should be done, bi't also to do the thing ihemselves. 
If we put in practice what we learn in theories, if the 
pupils kiow both lie theoretical and practical side of 
a thing the school has attained the highest standard 
that it can hope to have and will have. The pupil*s 
mind in a manual t aining school is always occupied 
with the idea of prciucing an excellent, good looking 
useful, well-executed handiwork. With that resolve to 
do somethmg worth sp. nding his valuable lime the gain 
is threefold The mind\is first trained to think on how 
a piece of work should be ^andled, thereby accomplishing 
one of the chief objects \o( education — the making of 
the mind to thi.ik Secondly, the hand is trained to 
do things dexterously, accurately, and quick'y Lastly 
the pupils are given a trail which they cafi folloV^^s 
soon as they leave school. Iilthis last gain we accomplish 
another chief object of education -ihe giving to each 
and every men and women something to depend upon 
in their after life, if they/ do not have otherwise. 

The branches of manual training, however, are many 
and varied so that any particular district or province 
can not hope to have all of then taught, in any one 
of its schools. True that they are all necessary, but 
the old famous maxim of the Tagalogs, tit is the 
possession of too many feet of the centiped that often 
makes it fall,f holds true in here. All that a school 
should have are only those things which its needs 
and which are practicable for it to have. To secure 
the teaching of manual training in our schools is one 
thing, and to choose which branches will promote best 
desired end, to select which manual work w.ll best 
render the making of our children good, useful, law-abiding 
'citizens is another thing The branch or branches chosen 
must be such that it will answer for the uplifting of 
the social, physical and moral conditions of the people 
] of the given community. In L^guna, for instance, the 
* best manual work that is most fitted (or our boys 
and which will prove most influential in the after history 
of the province is carpentry. We will not account much 
for the training of the eyes and hands of our boys 
nor for their becoming vigorous, strong, healthy men, 



but will only try to show the far-reaching effects; of 
a school of carpentry in every town thruout Laguiia» 
and thruout the islands for that matter. With the 
enactment of the Gabaldon Bill the Philippines entered 
the era of school building. The demand for good, 
competent Filipino carpenters at once manifest ifeielf 
more clearly. At once we turn our eyes to the gfeiit 
throng of Filipino workmen to find among them 
carpenters for our school houses. Now our towns are 
in the dawn not only of building private and municipal 
buildings, but also of school houses If we have enough 
graduates in carpentry we shall not have to ask Mr. 
Foreigner. We shall not have to give our fpeso» to 
Mr Foreigner, and we shall not have to turn our eyes 
to Mr Foreigner for the making beautiful of our houses, 
in particular, and our towns, in general. A school of 
carpentry, therefore, does and w»ll do a great service 
to a country. Its graduates will be the standard bearer 
of material progress and development, and will form 
the solid foundation of the F.lipino nation. Whtn a 
foreigner shall visit the Philippines and shall see its 
beautiful buildings, a remark similar in tone may follow, 
fWhat a beautiful country is the PhilippinesU There! 
carpenters. You can reflect what the Philippines expects 
and will expect of you 

As to our girls, we can commit no greater error 
than not recommending weaving and hat-making. Pifta 
buri, and several species of the pandr:!^ family grow 
wild thruout the provinces The soil ofthese islands 
proves to be well adapted for the growth and cultivation 
of such kinds of plants Now weaving and hat-making 
will certainly bring about a doub'e gain. The fertility 
of the soil not otherwise cultivated will be made use 
of, and the large uncult vated areas will be turned into 
plantations of every useful plants. The production of 
hats, mats, and cloths wi'l graduily increase until the 
time will be reached wh-n we will be able to export 
some to other countries. And then the Philippines 
will be heralded in P3urope and in Americ<4 as a source 
of excellent and durable hand-made goods 

In any m'lnufacturing country hand-made goods are 
always bought at a higth price and there is a'ways a 
great demand for it. So Philippine h^ts, mats, and 
cloths will always find a ready market abroad. 

A department, therefore, of weaving and hat-making 
in a school is one of the great factors that shapes 
the future of a community, of a people, and of a 
country. Unless the exports of a country are greater 
than its imports, it can never hope to enter the arena 
of the greatest countries of the world But since 
weaving and hat-making will eventually lead into the 
exportation of larger amounts of hats, mats, and cloths 
and the overcoming of a great many of our imports 
weaving and hat-making sh uld be taught in each and 
every one of our schools. 

It conclusion, the Philippines is destined to become 
one of the most beautiful progressive, and commercial 
countries of the world, carpentry, weaving, and hat-making 
being taught in its schools. In a world, manual training 
in our schools will make the Philippines the Great Britain 
of the East.

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When we come to contemplate the relation which we 
bear to our country and people, how we should respect 
her customs and institutions; how we should create and 
perpetuate a common love for justice, and how we 
should make ourselves serviceable to our fellowmen, 
we shall find all of these to be involved in the golden 
principle of patriotism. We never stop to think of how 
some people regard themselves in this world. They 
devote their energy solely to their locality, they guard 
and promote nothing but the welfare of their home 
place. They regard this as patriotism, and consider it 
to be right. But friends, this is not the kind of patriotism 
that we need. It is the patriotism that made a Rizal, 
a Washington, a L'Overture, a William Tell, that we 
should engrave in our hearts 

If there be among this crowd any one who. upholds 
local patriotism, let my words be but an advice of a 
friend: It does not matter for us to feel proud that 
we are born a Visayan, a Tagalog or an Ilocano so 
long and only so long as we keep in our breasts a 
common sympathy to our fellowmen, and not a common 
hatred and disrespect to the different tribes of our 
scattered Islands. There can not be conceived a more 
atrocious injury to the union of a people, there can 
be no greater drawback to our home development, 
and there can be no other factor more fatal to the 
Filipino race *' m the existence of localism. 

We are born of different parents; to them we have 
various and separate duties, but we are born of one 
country, of one race, and a common duty binds us 
to the grave. Look back to the history of Greece and 
Rome. In no country has local patriotism been more 
patronized than in the first one, and in no country 
has it been more rejected than in the latter. In Greece 
there was a republic of Sparta, of Athens and of Thebes. 
There had existed struggles of untold hatred between 
them in that single country. But had their divided 
force any strength to resist Rome's sword? In Rome 
the very existence of a national patriotism has made 
that single city the queen of the world at her times. 
With these views before us as examples, let every 
one strive to maintain a universal love for our country 
that the Philippine Islands may in times to come be 
the queen of her liberty loving* people 

To us the history of our land is dearest The 
achievements of our patriots^ who gave tp their lives 
either in the battle-fields or in the scaffold that our 
country may hive its history are without an equal. 
Their valor, their truthful ess, their patriotism we think 
to have no exannple in the history of mankind. But 
if we make a wider survey of the wold's h'story, 
and discover the profoundest secrets of every great nation 
of to-day, we shall find that not very many of us 
are really working hard for the national aggrandizement 
of the Filipino people It should be repeated here that 
it is not the efforts of a New Yorkist, of a Virginian 
or a Carolinian, that gave birth to the first nation of 
America, but it is the, united efforts of the thirteen 
colonies that made George the Third unwillingly relin- 
quishe,! the control over these people. 

There is no generation in the history of the Philippines 



that is better lighted by the illuminating idea of 
democracy than this present generation. So clear are 
our wits, and so sensitive are our feelings that we 
seem all to be critics, that we become more intelligent 
in knowing right and wrong. The tyranical days of 
Spain had gone to eternal rest, and the Washingtonian 
democracy has seized its place. We no longer have 
that which encourages sectionalism between ourselves, 
that led us against one another by force to suppress 
the revolts of our people. — revolts with a noble and 
sacred cause for liberty. We witness those no more. 
Let the e scenes dwell in the coffm of the past, and 
let the fdead past bury its dead». Let those days 
of oppresion and terror, those days of extensive localism, 
when the Tagalogs, the Visayans, and others were 
kept apart by ignorance, be vanished away forever. 

The members of this Ctt^ ^ are brought from all 
corners of our land under the sui^le roof of our school, 
to have our ambitions realized, to have materials gathered 
with which we can battle to obtain the goal of opportunity. 
We are sent here by a common lov ^ of education, with 
no selfish aims, with aims not for o\ r home towns, not 
for home province alone, but for th • whole people of 
our beloved Philippines, 

Oil our shoulders rest the brigh prospective future 
of this generation. We need to < ultivate a spirit of 
harmony among ourselves in schcjl; we need to show 
to our countrymen a strong bord of union while yet 
students. Let us create the exa nple of union in our 
land, let us perpetuate the spi* it of fraternity among 
ourselves, and when we disper'e for our towns after 
these years of brotherhood i'A school, preach to our 
neighbors the doctrine of patriotism, patriotism not in 
the sense of loving and protecting a locality or aa 
ind^ *iual interest but patricl:ism in the sense in which 
Mabini defined to be: cOfe's native country is not 
merely his province, nor his town, still less the place 
where ha was born, all provinces all towns and all 
places where a Filipino has been born, whatever 
religious beliefs he professess and whatever dialect he 
speaks, form his native country.* Preach them that 
localism which once reigned has been absorved by 
civilization and nothing but brotherhood binds our hearts 

In this age of evolution, let ourselves be evolutionized, 
let the paramount object of our toils be for the practical 
necessities of oui life. When we begin a course of our 
own. when we enter the busy world, let us arm ourselves 
with the banner of excelsior and let the words of 
Webster be engraved in our hearts: cLet our object 
be our country, our whole country, and nothing but 
our country*. When we shall have produced a Webster 
whose watchwords shall be the pride of our country 
people, when we shall have produced another Rizal 
who shall once more show the Filipinos what patriotism 
consist of then and not till then shall we be more 
united under one settled conviction that the Philippine 
Archip elago is but one country and her people has 
but one aim to lift her to the eyes of the world. .

A CATHECISM 

We, Filipino teachers are the greatest factors of the 
moral and ioteliectuat standard of our youths for we 
form a very large per cent of the teaching force. 

We are responsible, more than anybody else, as 
Filipinos and as educators, as guides, —we are respon- 
sible for their future. And as the future of our unhappy 
country depends upon their future so, in a large me jsure, 
the fate of our Philippines rests on our hands. We do 
not mean to presume so much. We do not want to be 
boasters. But the fact remains that we help a little if 
not much towards that longed - for emancipation of our 
native land. 

It is a fact that the primary schools thruout the islands 
are all. with few exceptions, in our hands. We are 
now also permitted to teach in intermediate schools'and 
there is no intermediate school without its one or more 
native teachers Even in the high schools, we find 
Filipinos forming the faculties of some. And that in 
almost all cases these native teachers proved equal and 
in some cases superior to Americans. We can cite 
several examples. = 

Now the point is this: It is not enough that we 
prove ourselves efficient^nstructors of books and subjects 
prescribed in the courseSf study. If only so, then we 
have but done one-half V our duty, and things done 
by halves are never done ^ right, siys a wise man. 

If we will, but instruct ti^eir minds— overlooking their 
hearts — we shall but form selfish men who will care 
for their own good only.' If we educate both their 
hearts and minds, our work will not also be compk-lt 
yet. It still remains one-sided. Our product will only 



be like a beautiful statue— a statue worthy of the 
wondrous chisel of the greatest master — but yet, one 
things i| lacking to make it perfect: the soul 

It is ibur dutv, as Filipinos and as teachers to instruct 
the mi rid. educate the heart Jand nourish the soul^ thi 
Philippine soul. 

This nourishment I mean is patriotism. Not local 
patriotism but national. 

We must ever fight to annihilate this narrow view 
of this feeling. 

Indeed, we must use all our energy to blot this 
out. It is the weapon, the unfortunate weapon which 
our birds of prey use to obtain their ends. 

We must teach this, instill this in their souls every 
minute that we find opportune. 

To teach this to children let them copy the following 
sentences on a clean piece of paper. Tell them to keep 
in their pocket and read and re read them when they 
have nothing to do, and everv^ night before sleeping. 
Explain them why if they ask. 

1. The Tagalog boy (or girl) is a Filipino. 

2. The Visayan boy (or girl) is a Filipino. 

3. The Hocano boy (or girl) is a Filipino. 

4. The Bicol boy (or girl) is a Fi'^ino. 

5. The Pampango boy (or girl) is a Fnipino, 

6. The Zambal boy (or girl) is a Filipino. 

7. The Pangasiuan boy (6r girl) is a F^ilipino. 

8. The Moro boy (or girl) is a F'ilipino. 

9. Then the Taga^ogs, Visayans, Ilocanos, Bicol, 
Pampangano, Zambals, Pangasinans, and Moros are all 
Filipinos 

10. They are equal. 

11. They are brothers and sisters.

This 
is our conclusion aft^r hearing infornnations from its 
reliable members. 

The downfall of the Association, if it will ever come 
for sure, will be due to the powerful influence certain 
superiors exercise over the members of the Executive 
Board.

Those who have summarized the Legislature's work 
will not miss to point the bill authorizing the municipal 
council to make a yearly appropriation from school 
funds to provide for the teachers' traveling expenses In 
going to Manila or provincial capitals to attend the 
teachers' vacation assembly. Certainly the teachers, in 
particular those wo are stationed in remote towns and 
barrios, will not forget to thank assemblymen Fajardo 
and Grajo from whom the bill has originated. 

For further information we quote the substance of 
the bill written in Spanish which reads as follows:

It is enough to see that with this previlege, provided 
our municipal councils will not overlook the bill, all the 
teachers who are expecting to better their condition, who 
are JJambitious and willing to go ahead for personal 
progress to qualify themselves for the proper performance 
of their sacred duties, will now be able to do so. Even 
tho their salaries are so reduced the benefits offered by 
the teachers' institute will not be so far from their reach. 

Councellors. let the bill take its course. 

Teachers, do not miss this opportunity specially 
presented to you. Get ready to attend the next coming 
teachers' assembly at Manila to grasp every lesson that 
could only be gotten from such an intimate gathering. 
Get hold of every good impression brought forth from 
all schools of the Islands and create a common sympathy 
toward each other. Remember that we are all working 
for the common cause.

LEYTE NORMAL INSTITUTE 

The Leyte Normal Institute of 19 10 convened in 
Carigara, Leyte, November 12, 1910, and continued 
in session until December 24.. 

The American supervisor ind ten Filipino teachers 
had charge of the different branches of instruction carried 
on, in which there was an enrollment of 400 Filipino 
teachers. 

The academic work, which was entirely in charge 



of supervisors was well conducted and of a high grade. 
The industrial works, which was conducted mostly by 
ten Filipino teachers under the supervision of the su- 
pervisors had the effect not only of increasing the 
knowledge of industrial work among the teachers through- 
out the province but also of unifying it, as the teachers 
were all experts in their respective lines. Of the 108 
female teachers in attendance all were enrolled in a 
class either in plain sewing, crocheting, embroidery, or 
drawn work, 

Of the 292 ma'e teachers, 120 were in the classes 
in agriculture, 170 in the carpentry classes and 2 in 
the printing office. 

Th^ class in agriculture, received along with their 
other work, good practical instruction in the making 
of reenforced concrete posts suitable for fencing school 
lots, gardens, etc. The carpentry class turned out the 
necessary forms for this work As there were teachers 
from every municipality in the province in each of these 
class, every school in the province should now be able 
to put up the posts for a good fence at small cost. 

Two features of the normal worthy of note were the 
printing establishmet and the readiqg room The former 
enabled us to put out the Leyte Normal Institute News 
as well as a lot of other printed matter useful in our 
division. 

On the tables of our reading room were to be found 
nearly all the publications printed in the Philippine Islands 
as well as some from the States. There was always a 
good voluntary attendance during the hours the room 
was opened and considerable stimulus toward acquiring 
the habit of reading was given to our teachers. 

Two evenings of each week were devoted to model 
meetings of the Village Imptovement Society. The work 
in this line was enthusiastic and most of our teachers 
have some new ideas how this work should be carried 
or\ in the schools. 

Physical excercise and ath'etics were prominent features 
of the normal. All teachers of both sexes had regular 
prescribed work in physical exercise which aimed to 
fit them to carry such exercises into their schools.

Brief Descriptive History. 

The first recorded eruption took place in 1749, des 
troying several towns nearby, accompanied by severe 
earthquakes lasting over a year; next eruption in 1754, 
destroying neigboring towns and lasting several months; 
in 1842 a submarine eruption in Lake Taal k*lled all 
the fish; on Christmas Eve, 1852, violent eruption with 
severe earthquakes; in 1873 violent eruption with great 
loss ftf life and property. 

For nearly forty years the volcano slept, when about 
midnight, January 29, 191 1, a great flash of fire heralded 
another dread eruption, and about 2:30 a.m., the 30th 
a tremendous explosion, heard 300 miles away, took place, 
and in the descent of the tons of rocks, hot mud and 
lava which followed, accompanied by great tidal waves 
from the Lake. ' seven or eight towns were buried and 
completely destroyed, and about 2,000 human lives blot- 
ted out.** 

— There are but 30 government students now remain- 
ing in the U S. 

— ^40,000 have already been collected for Taal relief. 
— The College Folio, a journal edited by the students 
of Junior College was suspended by Gov. Gen. Forbes 
because of an article published in it entitled the Phi- 
losophy of the Filipino Peasants written by Mr. G.

-—The case of the students of Mariquina Central Sch. 
was sent to the Div. Supt. of Rizal by the Local School 
Board The protest is not well founded. The petitio- 
ners themselves . withdrew from taking any further 
action. They said they signed the petition without knowing 
it*> contents. However, four still, backed the petition 
under the guidance of a private individual. We think its 
origin was a sort of personal hatred.

Pero entre nosotros, 
como el matrimonio legitimamente contraido no puede 
disolverse, no se entiende por DIVORCIO la entera diso- 
lucion del vinculo matrimonial, sino solamente la sepa- 
raci6n de bienes y habitaci6n entre el marido y la mu- 
jer, quienes no por eso adquieren la libertad de pasar 
i, nupcias, mientras viviere el uno de los dos. 

Hay, sin embargo, dos casos en que el matrimonio 
puede disolverse en cuanto al vinculo, segiin el Derecho 
Canonico. El primero es cuando de dos infieles unidos
